give Laws to the reft of Mankind. At a 
Time when they were more than ever infa- . 
tuated with the Notion of earthly Power 
and Dominion, more than ever deſitous f 
the coming of the Meſſiah, (becauſe they 
were then Tributaries to the Romans, whom 
with the reſt of the eaſtern World they had | 
ſubjected to their Yoke,) the bleſſed Jesus 
the Loxps Cuxisr appeared, but in a very 
different Manner from their wild and extra- 
vagant Expectation.

and Humility was contented to have a Stable 
for his Palace, and a Manger for his Throne; 
for his firſt Courtiers a ſet of plain and inof- 
fenſive Shepherds; ſuch a one they thought 
who made ſo mean and contemptible aFigure 


at 8 could neyer be he that to raιẽj˖ʒ 
Jirach, 
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ws WAs no fit Perfon to be a King over 
the Jews. His ſetting out ſo much thwarted 
their darling Prejudice, that from his very 
Birth, to uſe the Words of the Prophet Iſaiah, 
He Was deſpiſed, aud e of them, he was 
wot a Man of Sorrows and acquainted with 
Grief: ; they. bid their Faces from him, be 
was deſpiſed and theyeſtecemed him not. What 
incenſed them againſt him more, was, that 
inſtead of being a ſeditious and turbulent 
Ringleader of the People, he advifed a quite 
contrary Dep ortment towards their Sup- 
periors, give Tribute, ſays he, to whom Tri- 
Aute is due, and Hlonour tu whom Honour. Nor 
were they leſs ſhock'd and enrag'd at his 
furpriſing Humility and Condeſcenſion, wha 
was fo far from affeQing any Thing grand, 
popular, or pompous, that he made Choice 
of an inconſiderable Num ber of mean and 
iliterate Fiſhermen, and a few helpleſs Wo- 
men for his firft Companions and Diſciples, 
and ſuitable to his Choice, was the Com- 
mand he gave them, not to affect the higheſt 
Rocms at Feaſts, nor the chief Places in the 
Synagogues, nor according to the Jewiſh 
Maxim, require a £50 for au He, and a 
Taoth for a Teeth, but contrarywile, to re- 
A for Evil, Giſſengs jor Ft. Al 
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theſe Commands he illuſtratod to them byi 
his Example and'Praftiee, who, home ge 


roviled, reviled not again; whenhe ſuffered. 


he threatued not; Maxims ſo oharitable aud 5 
good, ſo well calculated for the Advantage 


of Society accompanied and inforced by a 


Life ſo perfectly pure and innocent, ſhould 


not have failed of Succeſs; and yet, alas! 


they did but increaſe their Prejudice and 
Hatred againſt him; nay, even the Miracles 
which he wrought, which ſo clearly demon- 
ſtrated his Divine Miſſion, gain'd nothing 
upon their obdurate Hearts, tho the Devils 
themſelves believed and trembled, for ſuch 
was their worſe than diabolical Temper, that 
unable to leſiſt the Force of them, they 
ſerupled not to aſcribe to Satan (who was 
never before ſo much as ſuſpected of doing 
any good) thoſe wonderful Cures: which he 
wrought. In fine, he was not only oppreſ 
ſed and affiifted by them, but was at length 
brought like a Lamb to the Slaughter, and.

This great and memorable Criſis, we. ws 
this Day, m my Chriſtian Heroes, met together 
to commemorate; nor will we do it with leſs.

In diſcourſing further -upon the Words of

Secondly, His great Goodneſs and Conde-

Laſily, From the foregoing Heads, I ſhall 
make ſome Inferences for the Regulation of 
our Lives. 


Firſt, Then let us conſider the ſurpriſing 
Meekneſs and Humility of our Saviour's Car- 
riage under the moſt unworthy Treatment, 
which is ſignified in the Words of the Text, 


by the Lamb, that Emblem of Purity and 
Innoce nce, being led to the Slaughter ; 5 and

by a Sheep, who before her Shearers is ad 
What I have already premiſed concerning 
the evil Diſpoſition of the Jews and their 
Prejudices againſt him, leaves no Room to 
doubt but the ir Treatment of him would be 
ſuch as their Malice, heightned by their 
Diſappointme nts, could ſuggeſt; for they 
treated him, who came to viſit them as a 
loving Friend, in as bad, or even a worſe 
Manner, than they would a moſt avow'd and 


open Enemy, nay, even Infancyand Innocence, 
which has often reſtrain'd the moſt ſavage 


and bloody Diſpoſitions, were of no avail 
with them, who ſacrificed thouſands only 
through their Spite and Animoſity to one 
poor and innocent Babe, whom they forced 
to abandon his native Place in order to find 


Shelter from their Reſentment and Cruelty. 


Injuries received, eſpecially unprovok'dOnes, 
generally leave long and laſting Impreſſions 
on the Minds of Men, and 'tis with great 
Difficulty they are ever brought to forgiye 
them, nor can it be ſaid they are ever entire- 
ly forgotten, but are too often return d,. in 
Kind, when a fit Opportunity offers; but 
this was not the Principle on which the bleſ- 
ted Jelus proceeded, he was ſo far from reſent- 


ing their Cruelty and ill Deportment, or

withbolding his Favours on Account of 
their Ingratitude, that he made it the Scope 
of all his Actions to perſuade them of his 
Good - will and Intentions towards them; for 
tho he came into the World to benefit and 
ſave all Mankind in general, yet his parti- 
cular Care was to redeem the loſt Sheep of 
Iſrael, though they not only went aſtray, 


but ſpurn'd and rejected his Favours and 


therefore might have been deſervedly ne- 
glected; his Tenderneſs for thoſe ungrate- 
full Wretches even exceeded that of the 


moſt indulgent Parent, who tired by repeat- 


ed Diſappo intments on his Endeavours to 
reclaim an untoward Child, is at the laſt 
obliged to abandon him to himſelf; he on 


the contrary, though continually perſecuted, 


mock d, and afflicted, ever perſiſted with the 


ſame Zeal and Earneſtneſs to preach to them 


the Kingdom of God, to exhort them to 
Repentance, and to warn them to fly from 
the Wrath to come; nay, though Jeruſalem 
had more than any other City, been ſcan- 
dalized at, and rejected his Dectrine, not- 
withſtanding the many Miracles which he 
did in Confirmation of it, though he had 
the greateſt Occaſion to be offended at, and 
reſent their Hard neſs and willful Stupidity,

yet we find that he was ſo far from indulging! 


rot only any Principle of Revenge, - but 
even of juſt Diſpleaſure and Indignation a- 


gainſt it, that he was affected with the great- 
eſt Concern and Sorrow for it, which lie ex- 
preſſed by his Tears over it, in the follow- 
95 moſt kind and endearing Expoſtulation: 


O Feruſalem, Feruſalem ! thou that killeſt 
the e and ſtoneſt them which are ſent 
thee, how often would I have gathered thy 
Children together, even as a Hen gathereth 
her Chickens under her Wings, aud ye would 
not. The like benign and meek Spirit of 
our bleſſed Lord's, was no leſs conſpicuous 
towards thoſe unworthy Samaritans who 
reſuſed to admit him into their Village; his 
Diſciples were ſo ſhock'd with this unuſual 
Rudeneſs and Inhumanity, that they ſaid to 
him, Lord wilt thou that we command Fire 


to come down from Heaven and conſume 
them, even as Elias did? but he inſtead of 


concurring with them in bringinga deſerved 
Puniſhment on the Tnhabitants, inſtead of 
loadingthemwithContumelyandReproaches, 


for their ill-natured Refuſal, ſeems only to 

take it ill, that his Diſciples, who had been 
ſo often Witneſſes of his Mecknels, Patience, 
and * Suffering, ſhould imagine he was 
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leſs diſpos'd toexcerciſe themthen; and turn- 


ing about he rebuked them, ſaying, ye Ino 
not what Manner of Spirit ye are of, for the 
San of Man is not come to defiroy Men's 


Lives, but to ſave them. 


Hut theſe, however great, were not the only 

Tryals his Patience and Reſignation were to 
bear him through, the moſt cutting and 
vexatious ſtill remain unmentioned, the deſ- 
piſing of a Doctrine evidently come from 
Heaven, and ſupported by ſuch a Train of 
unexceptionable Miracles, ſuch as curing the 
Blind, the Lame, the Demoniacks, "yy even 
ra ſing of the Dead; the Scorn and Con- 
tempt of his Countrymen; the open Out- 
rages and Violences done againſt his Perſon 
and Followers; all theſe, I ſay, were of 
themſelves but too ſufficient and ſharp 
Tryals of his Candour and Forbearance, but 
his bloody Perſecutors could not be fatis- 
hed with theſe lightMortifications, his Blood, 

nothing. but the ſhedding of his precious 
Blood, could ſatiate their Malice, and com- 
pleat their Revenge; he was very well ap- 
priſed that his Death would ful up the 
Meaſure of their Iniquities, and frequently 
acquainted his Diſciples, that the Son of Man 
was

us to be delivered into the Hands of Sins 


ners; dout leſs the very Expectation of thoſe 
Pains he was to undergo, could not but great- 


ly affect that Part of him which was human, 


as we find they did by that bloody Sweat, 
which he ſhed, and the bitter Agony he 


expreſſed in the carneſt Prayer to God in the 


Garden, if poſſible to put away that bitter 


Cup from him; yet amidſt all this Agony 


and Concern he ſtill preſerves his humble 
and patient Spirit, and reſigns himſelf 
with, Not my will, but thine be done. Whilſt 
his Soul was thus ſorrouful, as he expreſſes 


it, even unto Death, a tumultuous Multitude 


ruſn'd into the Garden, arm'd with Swords 
and Staves; tho' he was prepared to receive 
the worſt Treatment, yet the Circumſtances 
which attended this, were a further Aggrava- 
tion to it, to be purſued and attack'd by a 


ruffian Croud in the fame Manner as they 


would have done to a Robber or a Murderer, 


muſt needs be very ſhocking and horrible to 
a Perſon of his Worth and Innocence; but | 
how much more would it be ſo, when he ſaw 


this impious Band headed by one of hisown 
Diſciples, the apoſtate and perfidious Judas, 


who was ſo accompliſhed and diſſimulated 
a Villain, as to make thata Sign of Treachery 


and

and Baſeneſs, which at other Times js look'd 
upon as a Token of ſincereſt Reſpect and Af- 
-FeQion:; for he came near to him, and ſaid, 
Hail Maſter, and liſſed him; but neither the 
Ingratitude of the Diſciple, nor the baſe 
Method he took to accompliſh his Treachery 
were capable to alter his Serenity and Com- 
poſure, or draw any Reproaches from his 
Mouth; far otherwiſe, the wicked Wretch, 
- who had but juſt before. committed an Action 
the moſt abandon'd and ungrateful that ever 
was or will be upon Record, is ſaluted by the 
familiar and endearing Appellation of his 
Friend. Friend, ſays he, (tho noways ignorant 
ol his baſe Purpoſe) wherefore art thou come. 


But what crowns and illuſtrates all other 
Inſtances of his Reſignation and Patience, 
is the Manner of his Carriage before his 
mercileſs and corrupt Judges; as his Conduct 
among them had been always without Re- 
proach, ſo neither does he enter intoa needleſs 
Vindication of it, or give himſelf the Pains 
to confute their falſe Witneſſes; nor did he 
expreſs any more Concern when the unjuſt ; 
Sentence paſs d upon him, which was fo far 
from being done in a judical Way, that it 
was evidently extorted through Fear and in 
Compliance 


b 
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Compliance only of the repeited Cries of. 
a mutinous and enraged Multitude, who had 
no ſooner gain'd their Point, but began in 
the moſt unmanly and ungenerous Manner, 
to give Vent to their Fury, by ſpitting on 
and buffetting of his Face, paying him mock 
Reverence and Reſpect, and after they had 
bound ſomething before his Eyes, ſmiting 
him with their Hands, and with a ſcoffing 
and malicious Sneer, ſaying, Prophecy unto us 
-who ſmote thee. Thence they dragged him 
to Execution, and leaft any Aggravation 
ſhould be wanting to make his Sufferings the 
more painful, they obliged him to bear his 
Croſs; yet neither this barbarous Treatment 
and Inhumanity, nor the Senſe of his ap- 
proaching, calamitous, and accurſed Death, 
embittered as much as it could be to him, by 
ranking him with two public Peſts of Society, 
a Thief and a Murderer, could get the better 
of bis Humility and Meekneſs; no, he Was 
conducted like a Lamb to the Slaughter, 
without opening his Mouth, or if he did, 
twas only to utter an infinitely kind Prayer 
in Fayour of his Murderers ; Father, ſays 
that Lamb of God, forgive them for they 
know not what they do. Which brings me 
in the ſecond Place, to conſider his great

| Goodbeſs and Condeſcenſion, who was con- 


tent to ſuffer Death for the Redemption of 
Sinner s. 


"Bet, Then his excceding great ger aud 
Kindneſs towards us, appears maniſeſtly, in 
that he did not, nor could propoſe any Ad- 
vantage ſhould accrue to him from what he 
underwent and endured, for had he been 
prompted on by any ſuch View, it would 
have been a confiderable Abatement of the 
Favour, and have expreſſed a leſs Degree of 
Love towards us; but it cannot be made 
Matter of Doubt, but his Low and Conde- 
ſcenſion were not only infinite in their 


Quantity, but in their Quality too, if it be 


but conſidered, that he who was, and has 
been eternally and compleatly Happy in 
himſelf, diſrob'd himſelf of his Majeſty and 
Grandeur, renounced for a Time the un- 
ſpeakable Joys and Pleaſures which are at 
God's right Hand for evermore, to cloath 
himſelf with Humanity, to ſuffer Shame and 
Reproach, and at laſt, to endure a moſt pain- 
ful and ignominious Death. 


Again, his Goodneſs and Condeſcenſion 
appears ftill more conſpicuous, in that the 
Sacrifice

l of him, and himſelf. onlyponld re-. 


concile us to God; for as the Tranſgreſſion 
of our firſt. Pa rent s was infinite in its Nature, 
becauſe committed againſt an infinitely 
perfect Being, and had intailed an infinite 
Debt on f, and his wretched Poſterity; 
ſo neither could our Ranſom have been ever 


made without an Offering of an infinite 


Merit and Worth; and where could ſuch 


an Offering have been found ? not on Earth 


moſt certainly, whoſe wretched Inhabitants 


were more eſpecially at that Time, from the 


Sole of the Foot even to the Crown. of the 
Head, nothing but Bruiſes and Infirmities, 


and putrifying Sores; ſo far from being fit 


bjects to appeale the divine Juſtice, that 
the beſt af them were on every Account to 
be deemed in the higheſt Degree unprofitable 


and uſeleſs Servants. It pleaſed our gracious 
Lord, out of his boundleſs Mercies, to extri- 


cate us out of theſe Difficulties, to pay a 
Debt for us, which though we had had ever 


ſo much Credit given us, we could never 


have acquited of ourſelves, 


Laſtly, That which perfe&s his Goodneſs 
towards us, is this, that although the Tranſ- 


_ greſſion we had committed was of the moſt 


heinous

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heinous Sort, was not accidental, but yolun- 
4 rary and premeditated, and on thirkadune 
1 the more blameable and without Excuſe, 
| | though we were his declared and avowed 
Btiemies, and had not ſo much as the leaſt 
thadow of Pretence to any of his Favours, 
neyerthelcſs he overlook'd all theſe; pitied 
our forlorn and deſolate Condition, and treat- | 
ed us in the ame Manner he could have done -{ 
his moſt intimate Friends and Benefactors; 
and rather than put us to the Puniſhment due 
to the juſt Conſequence of our Tranſgreſ- 
fions, made his boundleſs Mercy ſabſervient 
to his Juſtice; took upon him our Infirmities, 
and was made Sin for us who himſelf knew 
uo Sin, for no other Reaſon, but that from 
Enemies he might make us his Friends, free 
us from the Curie of the Law, and- entitle us 
to eternal Happineſs hereafter.

Unleſs we do this, 
all the Guilt and Obſtinacy of the ſews, their 
ill Treatment of him, and Cruelty, are in a 
greater Degree chargeable upon us, for we 
put him again to open Shame and Reproach, 
tear open and make his Wounds bleed afreſh, 
and little, a very little will it avail us, when 
he comes in his Kingdom that we have be- 
lieved in him, except our Lives have been 
. conformable to ſuch a Belief; inſtead of en- 
tring in at the Gate with the Bridegroom, 
we ſhall be thrown into outer Darkneſs, 
whereſhall be weepingand gnaſhing of Teeth, 


Again, as the bleſſed Jeſus for our Sakes 
bore our Infirmities, J infer that we ought 
much more to bear the Failings and Imper- 
fections of each other, who are the beſt of 
us nothing but Frailty and Weakneſs; how 
can we think it too hard a Task for us to paſs 
by and neglect Affronts, and forgive Injur- 
ies; nay, even to do good Offices for the 
Unthankful, when we ſee that our gracious 

Redeemer

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Redeemer was not himſelf exempted from 
the ſame, but even endured worſe Uſage, 
without any Shew of repining and Reſent- 
ment without Retaliating or Revenge. Ex- 
cept we be careful in the Diſcharge of this 
Duty we cannot obey his Commands uni- 


verſally, which yet, as I have ſhewed above, 


we are indiſpenſibly bound to, nor lay juſt 
Claim to the Title of his Diſciples and Fol- 
lowers; for by this, ſays our gracious Re- 
deemer, juſt before his Paſſicn, ſhall Mon 


know that ye are my Diſciples, if ye have 


Love one to another; who:wer therefore is 
deficient in this Point, how awelleth the 


Love of God in him, for if he love not his 


Brother whom he hath ſeen, how ſhall he 
love God whom he hath not ſecu ? © 


Bear we then, what is of all Things hardeſt 


to be born with, the undeſerv'd Contumelies 
and Reproaches of our fellow Creatures, tis 


an Uſage which our bleſſed Maſter has ſuf- 


fered before us, and which if we endure as it 
becomes us, with Temper and Moderation, 
will in the End reflect Shame, Diſhonour, and 


Confuſion on themſelves.

Again, and laſtly, Let the Remembranie 


of his ſuffering Death for our Sins, give us a 
juſt Abhorrence and Diſtaſte for any Thing 
ſinful, and arm us with Diligence and Reſolu- 
lution, to oppoſe and conquer it; when we 
think upon the Hardneſs and Impenitence 
of the Jews towards him, let it be a Motive 
to ſoften our Hearts and ſtir up our Repent- 
ance; when we ſec him betray'd by one of 
bis Diſciples, let us reſolve to be more grate- 
ful, firm, and ſteady in our Fidelity and 
Service; when we behold him expiring on 
the Croſs, let it put us in mind, that by that 
Means we have gain'd Life and Immortality, 
and let it prevail upon us, unto whom for his 
Sake, /o much is forgiven in return for it, is 
love him much.

I have ever embraced and diſplayed on every 
proper Occaſion, were I not (as the Subject 
treated of ſo naturally leads me into it) to 
expatiate ſome little on our late national 
and very important Loſs, were I not to en- 
deavour to expreſs the Heart felt and moſt 
intimate Anguiſh of my Soul, at the abrupt, 
and alas! unexpected Demiſe of the very 
beſt of Kings : Vain would be the Attempt 
of a much abler Pen than mine to trace out 
his amiable Character, or to give you even a 
very faint and imperfe@ Sketch of his many 
royal Virtues; but as Silence on an Occaſion 
like this would be highly blame-worthy, 
you will excuſe my very weak Endeayours, 


in 


an 
in venturing to expteſs my Sentiments on 
this very arduous and intereſting Task. In- 
ex orable Death hath, alas! cloſed thoſe vi- 
gilant Eyes which were ever alert and watch- 
fol, not only over the Liberties of that free 
People which he made it hi s principal Study 
to defend and protect, but of all Mankind;
